The sm ut destroys a lot of the 
grains in the infected heads and 
also reduces the m arket value of 
the entire crop because of peculiar 
odor and black dust caused by the 
sm ut balls and spores.

sm ut” can be prevented by first 
cleaning the seed with a fanning 
mill and then treating with “New 
Improved Cereaan” dust.

was near, yet “so far” for 18 
sturdy, sun tanned Estonians here 
today. 
Member* of the hardy band, 
which included a stocky, blond, 
five-year-old girl, were being tem ­ 
porarily denied entrance to the 
United States after a 60-day. 3,600 
mile sea trip aboard a 38-foot sail­ 
ing sloop. 
The fate of the l l men. six wom­ 
en, and tiny Eha Kogu, was being 
weighed by American immigration 
authorities. 
•'No one regrets it more than T,” . 
Miami immigration director Fran­ 
cis J. H. Dever said today. "But 
we cannot allow them entrance to 
this country without credentials, 
or without special permission.” 
None of the weary, but happy 
sailors possessed an immigration 
permit A guard stood lax watch 
over

tight, 
weather beaten 
little "Inardo,” as Captain Felix 
Tandre. the only English-speak­ 
ing member of the party, made it 
shipshape against the possibility 
of further traveling. 
"But we won’t go back.” Tandre, 
a ruddy, form er Baltic sailor, de­ 
clared 
"We don’t know where we will 
go But I know it aa111 not he hack 
to Estonia.” he said in the halting 
English which he learned as a 
sailor aboard British ships 
"Before the war we lived under 
Russian rule.” He paused briefly to 
haul tiny Eha back from the ship's 
rail where she had wandered with 
a makeshift toy. "Then we lived 
under the Germans. 
“I will tell you here in America 
what I have been afraid to say be­ 
fore.

SOMETIMES a patient visits a 
doctor to complain of a burning 
pain throughout an arm or a leg. 
Examination will reveal either ex­ 
cessive redness or uniRual paleness 
of the affected member. Often, 
there is also sweating accum* 
ponied by swelling, and, sometimes 
wasting of the skin or even at the 
bone itself. 
In such cases, the doctor will at 
once suspect previous painful in­ 
jury or disease. When Ole nervous 
system has been subjected to pro­ 
longed bombardment by pain im­ 
pulses it is likely to become dis­ 
turbed, the over-stimulation by 
pain gradually bringing about the 
symptoms described above. 
Symptoms Varied 
Physicians give this disturbance 
a long name, reflex sympathetic 
dystrophy. In some ease* there is 
no pain; in others it may vary 
from mild to extremely severe. 
Symptoms may last a few months 
or many years. 
A variety of injuries may be 
responsible for this condition. 
Thus, in more than SO patients 
studied by Dr. James A. Evans of 
Boston, 
the 
disorder 
followed 
sprains in 9 eases, broken bones 
in 5, inflammation of the veins in 
4. flat feet, bruises, cuts, a wart on 
the sole of the foot and arthritis 
in a number of others. It appears 


that it is the sympathetic or in­ 
voluntary nervous system which 
is affected in this disorder. 
A diagnosis can sometimes be 
made by injecting into the spine 
an anesthetic or pain-deadening 
substance. If such an injection gets 
rid of all the symptoms, it means 
that the trouble is due to a disturb­ 
ance of the sympathetic nervous 
system. Th the same way, treat­ 
ment can be carried out by block­ 
ing the pathways in the sympa­ 
thetic nervous system. 


Local Anesthetic 
A substance known as procaine 
is used for the purpose. This is a 
local anesthetic. Such treatment 
relieved 7 out of 9 patients of from 
one-half to all of their pain for a 
period of three weeks or more. 
An operation may also be per­ 
formed for cutting certain sympa­ 
thetic nerves. In 9 out of 13 cases 
such operation brought practically 
complete relief from the symp­ 
toms. 
Persons who hare pain, burning, 
and other symptoms affecting the 
arms and legs, should be carefully 
studied to determine if this dis­ 
order called reflex sympathetic 
dystrophy may not be present and 
if the symptoms are thought to be 
due to this condition, treatment 
with the local anesthetic injections 
may be worth trying.

COLUMBUS. Special: 
A check­ 
list of seven suggestions to main­ 
tain the health of cattle through 
the critical late Summer and early 
Fall season v.-as issued here today 
by livestock health authorities. 
The American Foundation for 
Animal Health, pointed out that 
severe losses of cattle can be suf­ 
fered if these points are neglect­ 
ed today offered this set of recom­ 
mendations: 
1. Select good heifer calves for 
herd replacements now. 
2. Inspect the herd frequently 
for the presence of screw-worms; 
In-ses from these parasites can 
usually he prevented by prompt 
treatm ent of wounds. 
3. Maintain 
an 
ample 
clean 
water supply for the herd; each 
animal needs an average of about 
12 gallons daily. 
4 Watch out for outbreaks of ! 
blackleg or anthrax. If these dis­ 
eases have been prevalent in the 
locality, have the veterinarian vac­ 
cinate against 
them 
to 
insure 


against losses 
5. The most dangerous season 
for poisonous plants begins now. 
Cheek pastures and fence rows for 
plants that could poison stock. 
6. Keep 
a 
careful 
check 
on 
cows with calves 
be sure th at 
they get adequate feed and w ater 
to produce adequate milk and to 
build themselves up for the Win­ 
ter shead. 
7. Handle stock 
carefully and 
quietly, both in driving the herd 
and in hauling cattle to m arket.

EMPEROR’

TOKYO. Aug 22 
Henry Pu-Yi, 
onetime puppet emperor of Man­ 
chu! uo 
will be tried before a 
special court, presumably for col­ 
laborating 
with 
Japan, 
it 
was 
learned today. 
Disclosure that the slender "boy 
emperor” will face trial was made 
by Joseph B Keenan, chief prose­ 
cutor in the war crimes trial of 
27 leading Japanese suspects where 
Pu-Yi is appearing as a prosecu­ 
tion witness. 
In his four days of testimony, 
Pu-Yi steadfastly has insisted that 
he was forced to become emperor 


rtf Manchukuo because of threats 
made against his life. 
He has 
emphasized repeatedly that he was 
opposed to the Japanese but dared 
not show it. 
His attem pts to excuse himself 
for not taking a stronger stand 
against his Nipponese overlords 
drew from court president William 
Webb a rem ark that the witness 
was not on trial. Keenan leaped 
to his feet and said: 
"When the time comes for Pu- 
Yi to go on trial before a special 
tribunal 
the 
world 
will 
learn 
whether duress alone is enough 
evidence to condemn a man.” 
In his crossexam ination testi­ 
mony. Pu-Yi emphatically denied 
that he sought Japanese aid in 
becoming emperor of Manchukuo 
and labelled as a forgery a letter 
he purportedly wrote to a trial 
defendant asking for assistance.
